Punch stains 
are the problem

: Polly’s Problem

DEAK POLLY — I would like to know how to rem ove 
punch an d coffee stains from tablecloths tre a ted with 
that p ro tectiv e covering applied to furniture, etc. to 
repel stains. — MRS.E.C.M. 


DEAR MRS.E.C.M. — The commercial finish you men­ 
tion is a stain repellent to keep stains from penetrating, so 
you might try a laundry pre-treat spray. Also, fresh stains 
can be soaked in cold water and then in liquid detergent 
shampoo for about 15 m inutes before rinsing. Some perma- 
nent-press fabrics are treated with stain-resistant finishes. 
In such cases, the soaking in cool water alone may be 
sufficient if the stains are fresh. How do you other readers 
cope with this problem? —POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — My P et P ee v e concerns ladies' slacks. So 
m any of us wish they would m ak e a length betw een reg u lar 
an d tall sizes. I find the re g u la r length is too short and the 
tall too long so they alw ays h av e to be shortened. Also, tall 
sizes cost about a dollar m ore. —MRS.R.S. 
DEAR POLLY — C hildren's shoes are now so expensive 
an d their feet grow so fast but I do not like to buy shoes too 
la rg e an d loose for them . If I buy a slightly la rg e r size, I 
m a k e them com fortable by inserting a foam inner-sole an d 
as the c h ild ’s foot grow s the sole can be rem o v ed and the 
shoes w orn for a longer time. This also helps to keep the in­ 
side fresh. Do not w orry about finding the pro p er size of in­ 
ner-sole but buy an ad u lt size and trim it to fit. 
This also w orks well for my own shoes. If one size seem s too 
tight and the next too loose, I put such soles in the la rg e r size 
shoe and they usually fit nicely. This extra foam padding is 
heavenly to w alk on. — NANCY. 
DEAR POLLY — lf it is a custom at your house to string 
popcorn for the C h ristm as tree, do not string it just after pop­ 
ping. W ait four or five hours, w hen it is softer and find it does 
not cra c k a p a rt w hen being strung. — MARY T. 
DEAR POLLY — It is so h a rd to clean those silv erw a re 
tray s we use for our ev e ry d ay cutlery. One can scrub an d 
scru b an d all the black does not seem to com e off so I 
decided to try a p re-lau n d ry stain spray an d to my surprise, 
w hen I w ashed the tra y it w as clean as b ran d new. — 
NELMA. 
D EAR POLLY — When ad d ressin g C h ristm as or other 
greeting c a rd s an d you ruin a n envelope, do not w aste the 
ca rd . Seal open edges to g eth er with clea r tape, ad d ress the 
b ac k an d m ail first class. It will look so m e w h at like a 
glorified post card . — MRS.M.W.
